Let  us  rest  here  for' a  few  minutes,  ami 
consider  the  situation,  before  you  resume 
your  journey.

You  will  be 
almost,  i /  not  altogether,  what  you  make 
yourselves  to  be.

we  know  tiiat  we  can  almost).  He  whose 
is  the  mighty,  unseen  force  pervading  ail 
tilings,  directs  that  force  by  unchangeable 
laws;  snd  it  is  an  important  part  of  our 
work  iu  life  to  Uml  out  those  taws,  aud  t 
ot»«y  them.  Within  these  limits  your  des¬ 
tiny  Is  in  your  own  hands. 

A  lecout  writer  has  said  : 

j  It  is  undoubtedly  true  t  at  we  c.in 
even  now  literally  chouse  between  health 
and  disease — Dot  perhaps  always  Individ 
ually  ;  for  the  sins  of  our  fathers  may  be 
visited  upon  us;  or  the  customs  of  our 
lives,  and  the  chains  6f  our  civilization 
an  social  customs  may  gall  us:  or  even 
our  fellow  men  may  deny  us  health  or 
the  knowledge  which  leads  to  health 
But  even  with  these  embarrassments,  it 
is  remarkable  how  far  we  can  correct  or 
Improve  those  conditions,  aud  how  much 
we  may  protit  individually  by  the  know  1- 
ed*$e  aud  practice  of  the  laws  of  our  be¬ 
ing” 

This  is  said  of  bodily  health  ;  but  it  is 
just  as  true  of  mind  and  spirit.  “We  can 
literally  choose  between  health"  of  mind 
and  spirit,  and  disease  of  mind  and 
spirit.  But  to  exercise  this  choice  rightly 
is  not  iui  easy  tiling.  Many  of  us  can  say, 

••I  know  (he  right.  auU  I  approve  11  too; 
Cou'leiun  the  wrung,  ana  >  i  t  the  wrung  pursue. 

A  ftroug,-  resolute  will,  aud  constant 
Watch  fulness  alone  can  secure' the  light 
choice. 

It  is  not  uecessary  to  say  anything  to 
you  about  the  common  laws  \>t  health; 
for  you  have  been  taught  thiiu.  You 
know  what  health  demands  as  regards 
dress,  food,  air,  sleep,  exercise  and  other 
mjuilar  matters.  Hating  this  know  ledge 
you  must  exercise  a  choice;  and  tliui 
choice  is  between  health  and  disease. 

Were  there  young  I  men  among  you  I 
should  caution  them  against  the  con¬ 
stantly  besetting  temptation  to  u.-.e  nar¬ 
cotics  and  stimulants ;  especially  against 
anything  tiiat  intoxicates.  But  as  they 
seem  to  have  all  dropped  out  l»y  the  way, 

I  would  say  to  you,  Never  by  word. or 
look  imply  that  you  will  bear  with  or  par¬ 
don,  in  the  young  men  of  your  acquaint¬ 
ance,  intoxication  in  any  degree!  Above 
all.  whan  tiiey  have  formed  the  habit, 
don't  marry  them  to  save  them  ;  you  will 
only  ruin  yourselves.  Their  choice  has 
already  beon  made.  They  have  chosen 
disease  rather  than  hculth  ;  death  rather 
than  life. 

Perhaps  nothing  will  aJTeetyour  mental 
and  spiritual  health  more  than  the  books 
you  read.  Your  tiehl  of  choice  here  will 
be  lurge;  but  if  you  wish  to  take  the 
healthful,  and  reject  the  harmful  y« 
do  it.  Friends  will  recommend  a  book 
because  it  has  pleased  them;  bookstores 
and  stands  entice  on  every  side;  publica¬ 
tions  and  re-publicu^ions  in  all  conceiva¬ 
ble  forms  and  eolora  Hood  the  country. 
Unless  you  watch  carefully  you  will  be 
reading  books  destructive  to  purity  of 
thought  and  imagination.  And  if  y 
should  escape  this  dunged,  you  will 
fai.  to  acquire  a  taste  for  what  is  good  and 
beautiful  and  true  in  literature. 

Make  it  a  rule  neve-  to  reud  a  book  un¬ 
less  you  can  give  a  good  reason  for  so  do¬ 
ing. 

A  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Best  Jiun- 
dre«l  Books.''  originally  published  by  the 
Full  Mull  ( luzelte ,  and  for  sale  every  w  here 
is  a  capital  work  to  be  in  with.  It  is  uot 
merely -a  list,  but  a  discussion  by  several 
of  the  best  writers  anil  thinkers  of  the 
day,  and  must  be  a  great  help  to  any  who 
wishes*  to  kuow  what  to  read. 

A  list  of  "lK»oks  for  young  girls  to  read' 
has  just  been  issued  by  "The  King's  Daugh¬ 
ters,''  an  association  of  young  women  for 
practical' bendicent  work.  Although  only 
a  year  old  this  Society  has  spread  through 
this  country  and  England,  and  istioiug  a 
wonderful  amount  of  good.
